LONDON, Jan. 16 (AP).—The 
loss of three British submarines, 
the Seahorse, Starfish and Undine, 
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was acknowledged today by the Ad- 
miralty, marking Germany’s first 
victories over Britain’s underseas 
fleet. 

An official statement said the 
three vessels “have been engaged on 
particularly hazardous service and 
the Admiralty fears they must now 
be regarded as lost.” 

“The German wireless has an- 
nounced that part of the crews of 
the Undine and Starfish have been 


rescued,” the Admiralty said. The 
three submaiines normally carried 
a total of 107 men, but total casual- 
ties were not known. 

. Berlin Statement. 

The Berlin communique covering 
yesterday's action said the Starfish 
and Undine were destroyed through 
German defense measures in Ger- 
man (Helgoland) bight, but did not 
mention the Seahorse. ° — 

The loss of the three submarines 
was the greatest blow suffered by 
the British navy since the German 
pocket battleship Deutschiand sank 
the armed British raider Rawalpin- 
di with a loss of 280 lives last 
Nov. 25. 

Each of the three submarines 
cost abousk $1,000,000. 

The Undine was a sister ship 
of the Ursula, which the British 
said a month ago sank a’ German 
truiser of the Koeln class Dec. 14. 

Apparently the Undine and Star- 
fish were working as a team as 
did the Salmon and the Ursula. 

The Admiralty reported that the 
Salmon sank a German submarine 
Dec. 12, let the liner Bremen pass 
the same day rather than attack 
without warning and the next day 
struck the 6000-ton German cruiser 
Leipzig and another German cruiser 
with torpedoes. 

U-Boat Reported Sunk. 

Last night the British announced 
@ salvo of bombs from a British 
plane was believed to have sunk 
a German submarine in the North 
Sea. A patch of grease and bub- 
bles rose after the bombs were 
dropped, the announcement said.

She knew Dr. Gerling through 
the late Mrs. Elias Michael, a mem- 
ber of the Board of Education, at 
whose suggestion her gift was 
made. 

Mrs, Cox, wife of a physician, 
spoke to a Post-Dispatch reporter by 
long-distance telephone from her 
winter home in Palm Beach, Fla, 
She was formerly Miss’ Alice 
Tweedy, member of a wealthy Mil- 
waukee family, and was married to 
Walter M. Crunden of St. Louis, but 
divorced him in 1937. Dr. and Mrs, 
Cox live at Glen Cove, Long Island, 
N. X- : 

Her interest in the condition of 
St. Louis school children was awak- 
ened, Mrs. Cox said, at the time 
when, as Mrs. Crunden, she was liv- 
ing in St. Louis, and was acquaint- 
ed with Mrs. Michael, Mrs. E. M. 
Grossman and others interested in 
welfare work. . 

“I gave carte blanche, and’ made 
no trust or restriction,” said Mrs. 
Cox. The fund was to provide pen- 
ny lunches for children who, at he 
10-cent minimum, went without.

No 
fund is supplying breakfasts, a fact

The following 
year the 1931 Emergency School 
Lunchroom Fund was created by 
resolution of the board and by act 
of the State Legislature.

The Superintendent was empow- 
ered to apply profits from one 
lunchroom to cover deficits in an- 
other. Lunches are served at 12 
elementary schools. High school 
lunchrooms are entirely separate, 
being operated by the supply de- 
partment. Some of” the profits 
from the high school lunchrooms 
are used in paying for lunches of 
needy grade school pupils. 

The Milk and Cracker Fund 
serves milk and cracker lunches 
to pupils. If they cannot pay, they 
are served free. The fund, admin- 
istered by clerks for Gerling, had 
cash on deposit Sept. 1, 1938, of 
$5156. Receipts from the sale of 
milk and crackers totaled $7151. 
From the total receipts of $12,308, 
milk and crackers were bought for 
$9214, leaving cash on hand last 
June’30 of $3093. Ps 


The Seal and Button Fund, also 
handled by clerks for Gerling, de- 
rives its income from sale of Tu- 
berculosis and Health Society but- 
tons and from donations. «The 
money is used for free lunches for 
children in open air schools who 
cannot pay. On Aug. 30, last, the 
fund had $117 on hand. Its re- 
ceipts totaled $4690 and disburse- 
ments $4573.

pivot type of attack, 


For many years, coaches have 
been teaching the rather well 
grounded theory that a player close 
to the basket will be able to score 
with greater ease thah a player in 
a more remote position. “Why not 
then designate one player on the 
team to stand beneath the basket?” 
reasoned some wise court mentor. 
Surely, if he can be given the ball 
while in that position, it should be 
comparatively simple for him to 
score. In this manner the pivot 
or “bucket” play originated and it 
was not long until the more pro- 
ficient were able to shoot baskets 
with their eyes closed. Soon, de- 
fensive players exercising a little 
creative genius of their own, be- 
gan to stop this style of play by 
standing in front of our hero, there- 
by ,preventing him from receiving 
the ball. Momentarily checked by 
this sort of play, our astute teacher 
immediately set out to find taller 
men who could catch balls thrown 
over the heads of the defensive 
team, They could then turn and 
literally place the ball into the 
basket.

O presidential candidate has yet 
N emerged upon the horizon who 

seems willing to take up the 
real issues that confront the United 
States either in domestic policy or 
in foreign affairs. 

In the latter all seem bent on 
lulling the American public to sleep. 
The fact that the leading nations 
of the Western Hemisphere are at 
war with the strongest military col- 
lectivism ever created in history 
and that the outcome of that strug- 
gle will determine the form of life 
and organization over the rest of 
Western civilization, with which we 
are most “intimately réldted, is 
passed over as essentially no con- 
cern of ours. 

True, we are greatly increasing 
our budget for defense, with the 
consent of both major parties, and 
our military authorities tell us that 
we must have a huge navy against 
the possibility that the British fleet 
should be defeated. 

But if the defeat of the British 
fleet would be a major catastrophe 
to the United States, as nearly ev- 
ery leader in Washington is quietly 
convinced, then the increased navy 
we are contemplating is likely to 


arrive too late.

On the subject of how the United 
States would be affected by this or 
that outcome of the war, those who 
are bidding for the cenfidence of 
the nation are silent. Mr. Dewey, in 
his Minneapolis speech, did not 
even mention foreign affairs! 

Mr. Taft supports the President’s 
determination to keep us out of 
war. Mr. Hoover, who was against 
our lifting the embargo on arms to 
the Allies and who supported the 
Lindbergh plea that we should not 
allow ourselves to be swayed by 
our sympathies, is taking the lead 
in advocating aid for Finland. 

If the Communists take Finland 
our shores are certainly not going 
to be menaced by that fact, though

In the world as it is at this mo- 
ment with international trade de- 
moralized by war, neither Secretary 
Hull’s treaties nor any other form 
of economic intercourse can be 
very successful. But if the world 
shoulld be in the not too distant 
future restored to peace, and if 
it is one in which private enter- 
prise, however modified by in- 


creased social responsibility, is still 
the main basis of the economic 
order, then Mr. Hull’s idea of recip- 
rocal trade is one contribution that 
the United States could make to 
a world liberated from the econom- 
ic demands of war machines. 

Another Smoot-Hawley period in 
America would be a catastrophe 
for free economies. in Europe, and 
catastrophe for free economy in 
Europe is catastrophe for free 
economy here, as the last 10 years 
should have shown us.

Senator Wheeler’s Active Candidacy and 
the Possible Effects Upon It of John’ L. 
Lewis’ Support — the Estrangement Be- 
tween CIO Leader and Roosevelt. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 16. 
HOUGH his candidacy is unan- 
T nouneea, the busiest of all those 
who, aspire to the Democratic 
nomination for President is Sena- 
tor Burton K. Wheeler of Montana. 
He feels that he has a real chance 
and he is exploiting it to the full. 
Since he swung into action in the 
fall, he has made numerous speeches 
over the country to a wide variety 
of audiences—a variety that shows 
clearly the high degree of the Sen- 
ator’s receptivity. A few weeks ago 
he .addressed the National Asso- 
ciation of Manufacturers in New 
York. They wanted, undoubtedly, 
to look him over and see if he still 
wore the horns that large numbers 
of business men pictured him as 
wearing back in 1924, when he ran 
for the Vice-Presidency on the La 
Follette ticket.

There are 
shrewd observers who maintain that 
Lewis’ political power derives to a 
very great extent from his alliance 
with Roosevelt—that without Roose- 
velt his vaunted power falls away. 
In support of this theory they point 
to the failure of Lewis to “deliver” 
either in the Pennsylvania Demo- 
cratic primary of 1938 or in the 
election, which saw the Republican, 
James, chosen Governor.

Mr. Nagel’s Sympathy for the Under-Dog. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

N view of the recent death of Charles 

Nagel, it may be of interest to your 
readers to know of one side of Mr, Na- 
gel’s public interests which has had com- 
paratively little notice. 

Although Mr. Nagel was a stanch con- 
gervative in economics and politics, he 
had an almost instant sympathy and 

‘understanding with any movement for 
the protection of the rights of the under- 
dog. This went away back to my early 
days in St. Louis, over 30 years ago, ex- 
pressed then largely through agencies for 
social welfare of the disadvantaged. 

The World War, which Mr. Nagel op- 
posed, not because of alleged pro-Ger- 
manism but because of his conviction 
that it was a conflict between imperial- 
ist Powers, aroused him to a defense of 
those persecuted because of their anti- 
war opinions and utterances. 

He carried that interest over into the 
years after the war and expressed -it 
practically whenever he came to New 
York by visiting the offices of the Civil 
Liberties Union, to which he subscribed, 
and of other defense organizations. 

For a lawyer and public man of his 
standing, it was amazing to see him sit 
down and, for an hour or so, discuss with 
the heads of these organizations the prob- 
lems they confronted in the courts and 
the legislatures. 

He is the only lawyer of high standing 
I knew in a long experience to go so out 
of his way to concern himself with such 
unpopular issues. 

While by no stretch of the definition 
could Mr. Nagel be described as a “rad- 
ical,” he expressed himself strongly in 
regard to the historic significance of the 
Russian revolution. 

He once characterized Lenin as “the 
only great statesman who had come out 
of the World War,” basing his judgment 
on the*economic realities with which 
Lenin grappled against the political 
mythologies of other statesmen. 

Up to the time of his death, Mr. Nagel 
frequently commented by correspond- 
ence on one phase or other of the strug- 
gie for civil liberties and voluntarily con- 
tributed, whenever his interest was 
aroused, to the defense of some case in 
the courts. 

His grasp of the fundamentals of the 
Bill of Rights and his fearless champion- 
hip of them for all persons, however un- 
popular or despised, were refreshing and 
inspiring to all of us who only too rare- 
ly find that outlook in a man of his es- 
sential conservatism. 

He represented, if I may say so, the 
best tradition of the American bar in civil 
rights and the essential philosophy on 
which our democracy is based,

Condemns State Conspiracy Law. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
be your editorial last Friday on the 

Nick-Brady conspiracy case, you say, 
“They (the ordirfary men and women) 
will wonder why Missouri should allow 
separate trials which weaken the cases 
against co-defendants.” Only 19 states 
have statutes requiring separate trials in 
joint felony cases if any co-defendant 
demands a separate trial. Of these 19 
states, only two, Missouri and Minnesota, 
contain large metropolitan areas. 

Of course, such a law puts a prosecutor 
at a disadvantage when fighting metro- 
politan racketeers. Dewey in New York 
is under no such handicap. 

In Missouri, with the authority of the 
State Bar Association, several lawyers, 
including Arthur J. Breund and Daniel 
Bartlett, both of St. Louis, and Paul A. 
Buzard of Kansas City, repeatedly, at 
their own expense, have gone to Jeffer- 
son City and begged the Legislature to 
put our conspiracy law in line With the 
law of England, the United States and 
two-thirds of the individual states. 

Nothing doing. Opposing modern 
metropolitan racketeers with the Mis- 
souri conspiracy law is like opposing ma- 
chine guns with bows and arrows.

Wanted: New Set of School Officials, 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatcn: 
¢ fo news accounts of the reports of 

public auditors investigating irregu- 
larities in the public school system clear- 
ly show the lack of competent and effi- 
cient officials at the head of many of the 
school departments. 

These positions pay salaries large 
enough to obtain highly capable admin- 
istrators, qualified to direct and be re- 
sponsible for the departments which they 
head. The public wants to know why the 
public school system can’t have the best 
officials obtainable. 

Sufficient evidence of scandalous and 
flagrant inefficiencies has been dis- 
closed to make it difficult for the public 
to keep its trust in the schools, unless the 
Board of Education kicks out the present 
officials and puts in a new set of capable 
officials—inaugurating also the other 
safeguards recommended by the auditors. 

As the members of the Board of Edu- 
cation are busy with their own personal 
business, they do not have time to keep 
@ perpetual eye on departments and look. 
into all the details of school affairs.

They should, therefore, have trusted 
and responsible executives. 

The present officials have proved their 
unworthiness of further trust. Better let 
them go if we want our schools to pro- 


gress. SCHOOL HOPE. 
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BEHIND THE GERLING RESIGNATION. 

The resignation of Henry J. Gerling as Superin- 
tendent of Instruction tends to clarify somewhat the 
unsavory atmosphere surrounding St. Louis public 
school affairs. But, emphatically, it does not eradi- 
cate the evil odors surrounding the whole complex 
situation. Instead, it calls urgent attention to the 
need for further inquiry into what has been going 
on behind ¢losed doors in the public school system all 
these years. 

Dr. Gerling’s statement accompanying his resigna- 
tion is an amazing and a shocking document. It is 
not an explanation, but a confession. It confesses 
practices by the public school head that should have 
meant instant dismissal had they been engaged in 
by any subordinate of his. It is dismaying to learn 
that the trusted and respected Superintendent in- 
dulged in secret speculation with funds confided to 
his keeping for the relief of hungry pupils. 

It was not until Dr. Gerling was literally cornered 
by the auditing firm’s disclosure that thé Pupils’ 
Relief Fund had borrowed $17,500 from the linchroom 
surplus that he admitted what had been going on. 

Why, to begin with, should a relief fund with a 
$10,000 surplus in stocks and bonds need to borrow? 
And why should Dr. Gerling keep the very existence 
of the Children’s Relief Fund, which received $12,000 
of these loans, a profound secret from the public, his 
associates and the board itself? Until Dr, Gerling’s 
own statement, no one had heard of such a fund. 

The fact is, as now appears, that this Children’s 
Relief Fund was Dr. Gerling’s private plaything for 
market speculation. He kept it in an account with 
A. G. Edwards & Sons, brokers, under his own name. 
He explains that his intent was to “increase the 
assets of said fund”’—but what sort of trusteeship is 
it that speculates with funds in its care? What sort 
of trusteéship is it that makes no accounting of 
profit, loss or assets to anyone? And what sort 
of relief fund is it that is held frozen in a broker's 
office while teachers dig into their pockets for hun- 
gry students’ breakfasts, as happens many times? 

So far as anyone knows, no child ever got so much 
as a glass of milk from the philanthropically named 
Children’s Relief Fund, originally created with a 
$5000 gift by a friend of the schools, the former Mrs. 
Walter Crunden, now Mrs. G. H. Cox. In fact, the 
fund itself had shrunk considerably before its ex- 
istence became known. Dr. Gerling treated it as his 
personal property. And to swell his speculation fund, 
he borrowed $12,000 in public school money—profits 
made by the lunchrooms from students’ nickels and 
dimes, although these lunchrooms are supposed to sell 
food at cost. 

This matter is not terminated by Dr. Gerling’s 
resignation. It is no longer merely an affair for 
auditors or the School Board alone. Why should 
not the whole mess be laid before the Circuit Attor- 
ney, for presentation to the grand jury? The full 
story of what happened to this fund has not been 


told, nor are all the widespread ramifications of the|. 


case known. Why should not everyone with possible 
knowledge of Dr. Gerling’s manipulations be called 
before the grand jury to tell his story? And there 
are other phases of the school scandals that also 
should be in the Circuit Attorney’s hands. 

This is a melancholy ending for a long career in ed- 
ucational service. Yet the welfare of the public schools 
is more important than that of any one person, and 
more resignations or ousters will be required before 
the city’s educational well-being can be assured. It is 
not so much Gerling the individual who must of ne- 
cessity come under fire, but the whole system that 
made possible the long-continued irregularities now 
disclosed, as well as the myriad of abuses in other 
branches of the schools being brought out day by day.

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THE MAYOR HAD A GOOD TIME. 

Those in the party of civic and transportation 
notables which accompanied 'the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road’s Spirit of St. Louis to East St. Louis yesterday 
on the first passenger train crossing of Municipal 
Bridge, found Mayor Dickmann in one of his best 
moods. It was quite evident that His Honor was 
delighted with the festive occasion, even if noise at 
the ribbon-cutting ceremony drowned out his speech, 
and proud that the day would be a part of his ad- 
ministration’s record. 

The Mayor's feeling of pride was altogether in 
order. Mayors have come and Mayors have gone 
since St. Louisans voted the first Municipal Bridge 
bonds in Rolla Wells’ distant day at the City Hall. 
One of the things very much on the credit side of the 
Dickmann ledger has been the presént city adminis- 
tration’s persistent efforts to settle St. Louis’ dif- 
ferences with the Terminal Railroad Association. A 
long step toward adjustment has been taken, now 
that the Pennsylvania and the B. & O. are using the 
city’s route and other railroads are applicants. 
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Seventeen conspirators have banded together, the 
FBI discovers, to seize control of the United States 
Government and establish a dictatorship. But all is 
not lost yet, because Popeye, as everyone knows, has 
his hands full right now over there in Oldtopia. 
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CHECK AGAIN, SENATOR. 

Senator Burton K. Wheeler is willing to take on 
the presidency next January, but he is not closing 
nominations at this early date. He thinks there are 
other good men, and named one on his visit to St. 
Louis yesterday. “Right here in Missouri” we've 
got “an outstanding candidate in Senator Clark,” the 
Montanan told us. For our sen‘or Senator has, so 
Mr. Wheeler said, the four-letter word which ‘eu- 
phoniously is translated as intestinal fortitude, 

That may well be Senator Wheeler’s long-distance 
view. We hope he stayed in Missouri long enough 
to get a close-up and information that will straight- 
en him out. Closer inspection of the record should 
show him that Bennett Clark, ostensibly on the side- 
lines in the 1938 primary battle against bossism in 
Missouri, actually was covertly bedding down with 
Tom Pendergast. 

Reflecting perhaps their service together in the 
railroad inquiry, Senator Wheeler also said he 
thought that Pendergast’s stooge, Harry S. Truman, 
would have administration support for his Senate 
race this year. Truman has no more likelihood of 
administration support than that other Democratic 
coat-tail-rider, William H. Dieterich, for whom the 
administration turned not a finger at the expiration 
of his unpopular term in the Senate from Illinois. 
If the Jackson County politician whom Boss Tom 


made into a United States Senator will only consult 


the calendar, he can figure otit just how many days 
he has left.

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THE NEXT BUDGETARY REFORM? 

President Roosevelt’s budget message, which left 
Congress with the alternatives of accepting his re- 
duced allocations, raising the national debt limit 
beyond 45 billion dollars or imposing new taxes®in 
an election year, has made the budget system a pop- 
ular topic in Washington conversations. 

Senator James F. Byrnes of South Carolina’ has 
again revived his idea of an “over-all” budget. The 
essence of this proposal is that it would deny Con- 
gress the right to vote appropriations in excess 
of the total recommended by the President. 

Under the present system, the budget is acted on 
item by item, and each item, therefore, is vulnerable 
to pressure groups—with the result that the original 
recommendations may soou become ‘meaningless. 
Byrnes believes that his plan would eliminate this 
logrolling because, as s00. as one group made an ef- 
fort to have an item increased, groups interested in 
other items would come to the defense of the origi- 
nal recommendation, knowing that it would be in- 
creased only at their expense. 

Here Byrnes has taken a\leaf from the British 
system, which restricts the House of Commons to 
the reduction of sums requested by the ministries. 
The idea is not a new one in the United States. The 
National Municipal League, which introduced the 
budget to our city governments and saw it spread 
to the states and the nation, included such a restrict- 
ing clause in a model law drafted in 1899. 

The objection, of course, is that, while this limita- 
tion is appropriate under the British system of Cab- 
inet responsibility, it runs counter to our constitu- 
tional concept of the separation of powers. Byrnes 
has an answer for this. He would have three mem- 
bers of the Appropriations Committees of the House 
and Senate make careful studies, in co-operation 
with the Budget Bureau, before Congress opens. This 
committee could then offer a one-sentence appropria- 
tion bill. All that would be left for Congress would 
be to consider the allocation of the total. 

This hardly seems to meet the: constitutional ob- 
jection because the President, presumably, would al- 
ways be free to recommend a budget different from 
that approved by the congressional committee. If 
this difficulty could be eliminated, the restriction on 
Congress undoubtedly would be a force for economy. 
And before long, we may be very grateful for such a 
restraint. It was some time before a Congress 
took the bit in its teeth and exceeded a budget total. 
But now that the precedent has been established, it 
may be wise to provide our purse with new strings.

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KING LION IS DEBUNKED. 

David Low, the British cartoonist, told Mirror of 
Public Opinon readers the other day that the tra- 
ditional symbolism of his craft has changed, so that 
“the British lion and what-not are nothing but a 
lot of obsolete rot.” Mr. Low got his repudiation 
under the wire just imtime, for now comes a big-game 
hunter, Norman Powell of Philadelphia, who rates 
the lion as a bad fourth among jungle fighters. Most 
ferocious is the wild buffalo, in his opinion, followed 


by the rhinoceros, the leopard and finally the de- 
throned king of the forest. 


Britons are set in their ways, and the lion of Tra- 
falgar Square will remain even though debunked. 
Nor is a nation in search of an emblem likely to 
adopt any of the hunter’s three leading nominees, 
since an uncouth or a lumbering or a slinking beast 
will scarcely do for rallying a patriotic appeal. When 
Aesop and the circus were going strong, the lion en- 
joyed a reputation for nobility and fierceness, just 
the impression a strong nation wanted to impart 
to its own people and the world.

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FINLAND’S WOMEN THINK OF HATS.

The 
shops are full of them, and, while there are not the 
window displays of other years, gay pictures of the 
latest creations are pasted on the boards which pro- 
tect the plate glass.

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A NEW MONROE DOCTRINE. 

Mexico’s President Cardenas spoke nothing but 
the simple truth when he described the Monroe 
Doctrine as a unilateral proclamation of policy that 
never was recognized by the countries of Latin 
America, 

It was, as he said, conceived as a means of 
excluding European Powers from this hemisphere, 
lest they threaten the interests of the United States. 
It has been used as an excuse for intervention, but 
it has also, on occasion, stood Latin America in 
good stead, | 

There can be no question, as President Cardenas 
pointed out, that the Buenos Aires declaration of 
1936, discouraging intervention in the affairs of 
one American country by another and establishing 
the principle of mutual consultation, has altered 
the import of the Monroe Doctrine. It has, in fact, 
transmuted it into the Good Neighbor policy. 

As a result, we now fully recognize the countries 


of Central and South America as our peers, as 


sovereign states rather than pseudo-protectorates. 
It has given them, and our relations with them, a 
new dignity. It has also imposed on them new re- 
sponsibilities—responsibilities that are now at the 
test in the Mexican Government's dealing with the 
problems growing out of its expropriation of oil

But Hughes turned out 
to be quite a good citizen. Insurance execu- 
tives who considered him a terrible radical 
now look upon him as a good conservative. 
I remember the stories of Hyde’s happy 
times in Paris at the expense of his public.

Authoritative sources disclosed 
today that the Nazis, despite their 
war with Great Britain and France, 
have delivered 70 Heinkel bombing 
planes, 70 Heinkel pursuit planes, 
anti-tank guns and ammunition to 
the Rumanian army. Large scale 
deliveries continue, these sources 
said.

LARGER SHARE TO CITY 
IN MOTOR TRUCK’ FEES 


Total From Those on Irregu- 
lar Routes Estimated as 
High as $75,000 a Year.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 16.—A 


stipulation increasing the share of 


the City of St. Louis in fees paid 
by common carrier motor trucks 
operating on irregular routes only, 
partly in St. Louis and partly in 
St. Louis County, and reducing the 
shares of the county and State, has 
been filed with the State Treasurer 
and Public Service Commission by 
the city, county and the State High- 
way Commission. 

This agreement, covering an 18- 
month period from last Jan. 1 to 
July 1, 1941, and replacing a pre- 
vious agreement which expired Dec, 
31, provides for division of such 
fees, 80 per cent to the city, 15 per 
cent to the State Highway Com- 
mission and 5 per cent to St. Louis 
County. The former agreement al- 
located 65 per cent to the city, 25 
per cent to the State Highway Com- 
mission and 10 per cent to the 
county. The allocation is based 
on estimates of mileage traveled by 
the trucks on State and county 
highways and city streets. 

The State bus and truck law pro- 
vides that the State fees paid by 
common carrier trucks shall be al- 
located between the State, munici- 
palities and counties, according to 
the proportion of mileage covered 
by the carrier in each, but is in- 
definite as to the allocation of fees 
paid by carriers operating on ir- 
regular routes. As a result, the dis- 
tribution of such fees for irregu- 
lar carriers between St. Louis and 
St. Louis County has been made by

The jury, which took an hour and 
a half to deliberate, found Mrs, 
Swails guilty on the first ballot, it 
was learned. On. the second ballot 
the punishment to be fixed ranged 
from 14 years, the minimum, to 40 
years. Six ballots were taken in 
all. Circuit Judge Maurice V. Joyce 
had refused to submit a manslaugh- 
ter instruction. 

Mrs. Swails, dressed in the same 
black ensemble which she had worn 
throughout the five-day trial, was 
taken back to the St. Clair County 
Jail. Her attorneys said they would 
file a motion for a new trial within 
10 days. 

As the principal witness in her 
own defense, Mrs. Swails had told 
the jury that she killed her hus- 
band, Herman Roosevelt Swails, a 
construction laborer, because he 
had threatened to kill her and their 
son. She detailed a long series of 
beatings which she charged her 
husband had given her during their 
six years of stormy married life. 

The State contended the killing 
was planned by Mrs. Swails so that 
she “could get rid of her husband.”

Thrifty Souffle 


(Serves Six) 

Three tablespoons quick-cook- 
ing tapioca. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

One cup mushroom soup. 

One cup chopped chicken. 

Three egg-yolks, beaten until 
thick and lemon-colored. 


Three egg whites, stiffly 
beaten. 
Combine tapioca, salt and 


mushroom soup (of consistency 
to serve) in top of double boil- 
er. Place over rapidly boiling 
water and cook eight to 10 min- 
uteg after water boils again, 
stirring frequently. Add chick- 
en and stir until mixed, Cool 
slightly while beating eggs. Add 
egg yolks and mix well. Fold 
into egg whites. Turn into 
greased baking dish.

Acute inflammatory rheuma- 
tism is first in prevalence, second in 
producing disability, second in pro- 
ducing invalidism and fourteenth in 
causing death in the United States. 
There are 6,850,000 patients who 
have or who have had inflammatory 
rheumatism out of our population 
of 127,000,000. There are almost 
twice as many cases as there are of 
heart disease. 

The disability and invalidism are 
produced by the damage which 
acute inflammatory rheumatism 
does to the heart. It is a frequent 
cause of valvular disease of the 
heart. In order to prevent this 
complication, no matter how light 
the case may be, the patient, espe- 
cially a child, should be kept at bed 
rest or as close to bed rest as possi- 
ble for six weeks after the acute 
condition has subsided.

Temperature—The skin has ter- 
minal nerves to receive feeling and 
also to notice heat and cold and 
other special sensations. There are 
about 30,000 tiny spots on the sur- 
face of the body that are sensitive 
to warmth and about 250,000 similar 
spots sensitive to cold. When the 
skin temperature fises. only the 
warm spots are stimulated. When 
ice or snow touches the skin, only 
the cold spots are stimulated. On 
a very hot day or on standing over 
a radiator, both hot and cold spots 
are stimulated. That is why it is so 
uncomfortable. 


Equilibrium—The sense of your 
position in space is governed by end 
organs located near the organ of 
hearing in the skull, the semi-circu- 


lar canals. When you whirl around 
rapidly or ride on a merry-go-round, 
these canals are over-stimulated 
and the fluid inside’them is dis- 
turbed, which puts you off your 
balance.

Thirst is felt most acutely in the

Child's Moral 
Training Must 
Start in Home 


By Angelo Patri 


E are all agreed that children 
W srouia be taught to live 

moral lives. Parents tell the 
children to be good. The church 
tells the children to be good. The 
teacher tells the pupils to be good. 
But they still show strong signs of 
being otherwise in great numbers, 

Words do not make a child moral. 
Saying the catchism and the creed 
and the commandments does not 
make him moral. He has learned 
the words of morality, but they are 
empty of meaning for him. He will 
say his prayers if he has to, but 
unless they have meaning for him, 
and usually they don’t, he will rise 
from his knees to go toward _evil. 

Words without deeds are empty 
sounds. What puts meaning into 
teaching, into any form of lan- 
guage, is experience. Children 
must. have experience with moral 
behavior or remain strangers to it. 
This seems difficult for parents 
and teachers to understand, Again 
and again we hear someone say, 
I told him.” 

He had been told in avords, but 
nobody had thought to allow him 
to be told in the only way he could 
hear and understand, by way of 
personal experience; 

It is stupid of us to tell a child 
to be good unless we start him on 
a trail of action that brings good- 
ness to fill his soul. Stimulate him 
to unselfishness, first by showing 
him a good example, then by sug- 
gesting a service he can perform 
for someone else. Show him ways 
of serving, hebaving and doing, 
that create moral feeling. No 
child can experience the glow of 
satisfaction that comes from a 
good deed well done without want- 
ing to make that feeling his famil- 
iar attitude, That is how attitudes 
are set. 


A GOOD DEAL of the trouble we 
have to face in this field comes 
of the attitude grown up people 
take toward ordinary behavior. We 
have not.shown displeasure; we 
have not withdrawn approval; we 
have not shamed the wrongdoer 
who, because of his wrongdoing, 
became rich and powerful. We saw 
gangsters riding in gorgeous cars, 
admired by the onlookers who said, 
“You’ve got to hand it to him. He’s 
smart all right.” And when he 
was laid low by a more astute 
gangster we saw him buried in a 
casket that cost more than many a 
decent family had to live on for 
years, 

We won’t say anything about the 
ladies whose marriages were hon- 
ored more in the courts than in 
the churches and whose presence 
on a train or ina shop meant such 
congestion of the populace that the 
police had to be called. We praised 
those who won money and notor- 
iety whatever the means they used. 
We taught the children that of 
such is the kingdom of Success. 

The. moral standards of the fam- 
ily are those of the children. No 
school, no church, no state .can 
affect that fact. Morality begins in 
the home, flourishes in the home, 
flowers in the home, or it does not 
exist. Fathers and mothers, the 
family, are the source of moral 
inspiration of the children. The 
public can express its powerful 
opinion, the church can exert its 
great influence, the school can 
exert its full teaching power. Great 
as these are Home is greater in 
the mind of a child.

NE of the most effective defen- 
(sv coups in bridge is the hold- 
up of an honor to make the de- 
clarer believe that a second finesse 
will succeed, the first one having 
apparently succeeded. The value of 
this coup is enhanced by the great 
number and variety of opportuni- 
ties that occur for its use. In to 
day’s hand this stratagem defeated 
a vulnerable slam. 
East, dealer. 
Both sides vulnerable. 


West would have liked to rebid 
his club suit, but over East’s two 
spades was afraid to do so because 
failure to show a preference be- 
tween diamonds and spades would 
have conveyed the impression of a 
complete misfit. West's following 
four heart bid was, of course, a 
control showing device. The fact 
that it was not bid sooner guarded 
against an assumption by East that 
West had a very big hand. 

Despite West's bidding claim of 
first round heart control, South 
could find no better opening lead 
than the heart king. Dummy ruffed 
with the four of diamonds. Next 
the diamond jack was led and 
passed. Declarer would have been 
glad to lose to the queen then and 
there, since he still had a trump 
left in dummy to stop a heart re- 
turn. But South was able to divine 
that very hope, and without a flick- 
er of hesitation played low to the 
jack of diamonds. 

Declarer “fell” for the ruse, jump- 
ing to the superficially persuasive 
theory that North had the queen 
of trumps, probably thrice guarded 
originally. So he took another fi- 
nesse and was horrified to see 
South pounce on the trick with his 
queen and cash the setting heart 
trick. : 

South’s stratagem deserved full 
credit in that no other play could 
have been successful, but the de- 
clarer still deserved a black mark, 
not .for failing to see the trap, but 
for failing to make an obvious safe- 
ty play. His safest course, by far, 
would have been to finesse origi- 
nally to his own 10 and, when both 
opponents followed, to have ruffed 
his remaining heart in the dummy, 
then to return to a high spade in 
his own hand and lay down the ace, 
king, and, if necessary, a small 
trump to force the queen. After 
that nothing but a 40 club division 
plus failure to locate the spade 
queen could defeat his slam con- 
tract,
